concrouerſies depending betwixt himſelte and the 
Palatinc of Hungary ( which what they be, or for 
ES what 
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what wee know not). of which buiſines, this they 
write from Yiewaa Aug:2. That in Hungaria in two: 
feucrall places both onxhis ſide & the other fide of 
theriuer of Daz«bins, are the Comiſhhoners met for- 
thecompounding of the differences-betwixt Beth - 
lem Gabor &the Hungarian Palatine:vpon the-Ifſue. 
of which treatie, Berhlcwamay inhis. owne perfor 
Ray a while yet neuerthelefſe that power of Turks 
& Tartars granted vnto himby the Grand Sjgnior, 
ts ſaid tobe aduancingforwards vnder theEnſignes 
of the Marquefle of Jegerexſdorff & the old Count 
of Therae.

The Marqueſſe of: Jegs- 
rerſaorp we heare together with, the' Lord Bud/ant 
turneth rowards Afa7auta; inwhich countrie they 
are alrcady at this paſſe, that many-haue before 
hand betaken themſelues ro flight, thus farre-the 
letters, Which day of publike faſting and confeſh: 
on, was heard of as, farre as Prage; whence they 
write to vs of .it, Auguſt 5. From $z/e/i41t continu- 
cth; chat thoſe countries arc threatned to be inua- 
dcd and rauaged by the Turkes : whereupon a: ge- 
nerall faſting day is there ordained ; andeuery mart 
hath ſtreight charge giuenhim, to bee ready with 
his armesat at.an houres warning. Theſe and 0- 
ther Letters from other places, mention alſo the 
feare thar js of theſe Turkes, in Styria, which coun- 
trie.of the Emperours lies on the other fide of the te apainſt t 
Baxbias, and neerer-to the Lord Budianies lands, Junderthe Ki 
whoſe name being here knowne to bein the ation, merlonof th 
may.make theſe Styrians afraid, though the inuaſi- 
on vaknowne to them, may bee intended another 
way.. But in $tyr/4. neuerthelefſe, as if an; enemy 


ypon their guard. And all this fcare and faſting 1s

'Wonder not that theſe Turkes are here faid to 
bee falne into Poland, the peace being now made 
betwixt Turkte and Poland; for theſe Turkes doe 
it for zethlews Gabors ſervice, andnot for their 
owne Empecrour. Againe, thar they who ate to-

plunder the King of Polands.countrie, maybe for

Diuers other things of the like kind are alſo.mer?

Frankenland. Heſſen, Darmſtadt, and divers other pla- 
ces, ithathrained blood ; Heydentreyws in Wirtenbere, 
Hall in Swaben'or Swabland, and Buxbergh ia Franc- 
kexland being expreſſly named. Thus many of theſe 
fignes hodlingrogether, doe more(oftentimes)terri- 
fie, then an Army : but wee can repoſe no more be- 
lcefe in them,then as in things of this nature printed 
tm foraigne places. Therefore leauing what is feared, 
let vsſpeake of whatis done. The Emperour hauing 
by his-Eetters dated Iuly, I. Styls nou, follicitcd the 
Princes of the lower Szx07y, to declare themſclues 
categorically what they meant to doe betwixt him 
andthe Duke of Bruzfiicke, (namely, as concerning, 
the forcing of him tolay downe Armes if hee could 
not be perſwaded'vnto it; ) They anſwer him in their 
Letters againe,dated at Zuncnbureg,luly 3 ,Styloweterie 
Tharthey-thought it fit the Duke ſhould 'once again. 
be aduiſed to accept ofpardon,and totdroundly of it, 
how far he ſhould engage himſelfe 8&'thoſe patrimo-. 
nies wherof he ſtood heire apparenit,if he rcfuſed that:

would held them excuſed, if they further made him 
no.part oftheir care , nor intermed[:d with his ARi- 
ons. After which,they aſſure theEmperor that they 
would wholy andreſolutely ſtand for him; and that 
they had alſo according tohis Maieſties propoſition 
(reaſon of Eſtate requiring it ſo ) (ollicited the two 
EleQors of the higher Saxo circle,Saxony and Brgn- 
denburg,qo ioyne their Forces with them, for the for- 
cing of the Duke out of their Circle: for which pur: 
poſe they. were alſo in treaty with Mouniicur lob 
Tferclaes Count of Tilly ro come in with his Armie; 
all which enforcing of the Duke,becauſcit could not 
ſo ſuddenly be done, by reaſon their Forces were not 
at that inſtant together, bug diſperſed ypon the;fron.
